For  many  years  Chas.  Schwartz 
&  Son  has  been  aware  of  the  need  for 
some  tangible  expression  of  the  dig- 
nity, beauty  and  historic  importance 
of  the  Federal  City.  Many  possibilities 
were  examined.  It  was  finally  decided  that  a  set  of  fine 
commemorative  plates,  making  a  handsome  addition  to 
either  traditional  or  contemporary  decor,  was  a  worthy 
memento.  About  the  next  step  there  was  no  question:  the 
famous  firm  of  Josiah  Wedgwood  &  Sons,  England,  should 
be  entrusted  with  the  execution.  And  Wedgwood  Queen's 
Ware,  first  made  over  200  years  ago  for  Queen  Charlotte, 
should  be  the  medium. 

The  Wedgwood  people  were  as  enthusiastic  as  we. 
Together  we  worked  out  the  details  of  the  project.  The 
basic  plate  shape  was  selected.  Thousands  of  photographs 
of  the  city  were  carefully  scrutinized,  and  four  representa- 
tive views  were  chosen. 

The  photographs  were  rendered  as  pen-and-ink  drawings 
by  noted  artist  Alan  Price. 

In  the  Index  of  American  Design  of  the  National  Gallery 
of  Art,  we  found  an  American  eagle  carved  in  the  middle  of 
the  19th  century  by  a  New  Hampshire  woodcarver  thought 
to  be  John  H.  Bellamy.  It  is  this  eagle  that  sits  atop  each 
plate,  lending  it  a  final  air  of  authenticity.  The  cherry 
blossom,  symbolic  of  Washington,  was  used  to  complete 
the  decoration  of  the  rim.  Many  hours  were  spent  in  the 
Library  of  Congress  perusing  documents  and  histories  of 
Washington  to  serve  as  the  basis  for  the  text. 

The  drawings,  made  into  steel  engravings,  are  care- 
fully transferred  to  each  plate,  assuring  fidelity  of  reproduc- 
tion, and  the  plates  are  hard-fired  for  durability,  with  the 
decoration  under  glaze.  On  the  back  is  the  explanatory  text 
and  the  famous  Wedgwood  hallmark. 

Great  care  was  lavished  on  the  creation  and  execution 
of  these  plates.  They  are  destined  to  become  collectors' 
items.  The  set  of  four,  in  a  handsome  blue  velour  presen- 
tation case,  is  a  distinguished  addition  to  your  own 
collection — use  them  as  wall  decorations  or  as  service 
plates.  Singly  or  in  sets,  they  make  memorable  gifts  for 
family,  friends  or  business  associates — a  gracious  reminder 
of  the  Nation's  Capital.
